Childhood Dream Becomes a Reality for Four

As soon as we got done eating they would make us run 
up a sandy hill and do our push ups and sit ups it was terrible to try to maintain all 
of the food inside of you while completing the tasks.” Chavez said that being away 
from his family was the hardest part of boot camp. Chavez said that he chose to go 
into the force because he wanted to make himself a better person. “| just see 
everything differently. My eyes are opened to things different. Things like Gatorade, 
energy bar or even music are all privileges. Not something to take for granted,” he 
described wistfully. Chavez is very passionate about his decision to enlist. After 
graduation, he looks forward to moving up in the ranks of the Army. He wants to be 
a role model for future generations. 

Bryce Anderson (12) is a third individual that made the decision to join the 
Army National Guard. His boot camp was located at Fort Sill, Oklahoma. Unlike his 
counterparts, Anderson found that he was absolutely prepared for the physical 
vigor or boot camp. He said that mentally, he'd push through the stress of being 
away from family. In spite of missing his family, Anderson would absolutely go 
through boot camp again, calling it “life changing” He said, “ You get a different

The language 
of golf 


Par the standard score for a hole 
(defined by its length) or a course 
(sum of all the holes’ pars) 


Birdie a score of one stroke under 


par. No standard terms for two or 
three or more over par have emerged. 
They are just double and triple bogeys. 


Eagle a score of two under par 
for a given hole. 


Target-line the straight line 
from the ball to its intended target. It 
is also extended backward. 

Vardon Grip a common grip 
style in which (for righthanded 
players) the right pinkie finger rests 
on top of the left index finger. Also 
known as the overlapping grip, it is 
named for Harry Vardon, a champion 
golfer of the early 20th century. 


Toe the far end of the club-head 
(farthest from the hosel) 

Hosel the hollow part of the club 
head where the shaft is attached. 
Hitting the ball off the hosel is known 
as a shank. 

Flier a type of lie where the ball is 
in the rough and grass is likely to 
become trapped between the ball and 
the club-face at the moment of 
mpact. Flier lies often result in “flier 
shots,” which have little or no spin 
(due to the blades of grass blocking 
the grooves on the club-face) and 
travel much farther than intended. 


Flop Shot a short shot, 
played with an open stance and an 
open club-face, designed to travel 
very high in the air and land softly on 
the green. The flop shot is useful 
when players do not have “much 
green to work with,” but should only

Students who remained in their third hour classes 
instead of attending the auditorium or walking out of the 
school were still able to pay respect to the victims of 
school shootings. For seventeen minutes, a livestream 
aired and teachers played the announcement that was 
organized by students, for students. The video featured a 
memorial for the innocent lives taken and two heartfelt 
speeches by personally impacted students. Unlike the 
other broadcasted news networks across the nation, the 
livestream focused on the victims and not the perpetrator 
or any political beliefs that coincide with the tragedy. This 
differing perspective on the situation provided insight on 
the harsh reality that occurred; these lives taken were not 
just any number or statistic, they were students with 
families, dreams, and aspirations. With the massive 
amount of news coverage across the nation focusing on 
the tragedy, students became numb to the reality. 


Administration response 
Reassuring our safety 


Constant chaos glorified on all news outlets across the 
country created a sense of instability and insecurity in our 
education systems. Despite the assumed “epidemic,” as 
Claimed by many news outlets, Officer Rick Hoffman 
Cleared the confusion surrounding the issue. “I think the 
media plays a big role in promoting and glorifying the 
people who are committing the acts. | think if they 
stopped doing that then some of this would go away.” The 
likelihood of a shooting at Highland was slim, but it 
doesn't mean it was impossible. For example, in 2015 
Highland High School and Middle School underwent a 
hard lock down after a bomb threat was made. Hoffman 
took this into consideration as well as the possibility of 
others every single day of this job and worked towards 
protecting students and preventing future 


Walk Out 


Following the horrific massacre at Stoneman Douglas High School on February 
14th, schools around the country paid respect to the victims and their families who 
had been impacted by the attack. Multiple public and private schools had held 
assemblies, moments of silence, or livestreams in dedication. Although Highland 
High School had discouraged students from exiting the school, the teenagers held 
their right to protest and students organized their own gathering. At exactly 10:00 
a.m. on March 14th, approximately one hundred students left their third period 
class to meet in front of the school around the flag poles. The students held hands 
and lowered their heads in silence for seventeen minutes for the seventeen victims. 
After executing the walkout in a respectful and cooperative manner, the 
administration had decided to pardon the participants’ truancy. 403 2acolel L/h,

Typically in build events, teams 
are assigned to build a contraption ahead of time that can 
perform a specific task while typically in testing events, 
teams study a broad subject and take a test containing 
the material. Garrett Bryak (12) and Marcel Lopez (11) 
participated in a build event which required the two to 
build an efficient tower out of wood and wood glue, 
accurately calculate the amount of weight it could support 
before breaking, and determine the average length of time 
it could withstand the weight. In addition to other 
characteristics and tests made on the tower, the accuracy 
of their predictions would simply give the team more 
points. The guide lines for tower structures were nearly 
ample, in fact, and the larger the base the more points 
the team would receive. After performing multiple tests 
and perfecting their project, the team arrived at 
Bloomington to test their tower live only to realize the table 
they would test on was smaller than what the guidelines 
had mentioned, This unfortunately resulted in the tower's 
corner hanging over the edge of the testing table.
